the year 1950. 


The boundaries of habitable land in Alberta are being extended every year by the 
province's tremendous road program. As civilization pushes the frontiers back, more 
areas are accessible and ae 
economy. Following the initial road building projects come the vast improvements 
and maintenance work necessary on the network of existing highways throughout the 
length and breadth of the province. Good roads for all is the ultimate objective of 
the Department of Public 
ROADS. During 1950, 279 miles of asphalt 
highway were laid, bringing the 
total hard surface to 1,039 miles. 
Altogether, more than 5,000 miles of main and 
secondary highways were in use during the 
year, and more than $13,300,000 was spent on 
construction alone. This constitutes a record 
expenditure, but planned construction for 1951 
is anticipated to be even greater. Additional 
improvements during the year included the 
painting of centre strips on highways and re- 
placing the old highway signs with standard 
illuminated diamond-shaped signs. 


The biggest bridge construction in 
Alberta's history is underway. The 
1950-51 steel bridge construction 
includes bridges over the Bow 
over the Red Deer River at Empress, over the 
north Saskatchewan at Elk Point, Clover Bar 
and Devon, and over the Athabasca river at 
Athabasca. In addition to this reinforced con- 
crete bridges and many timber bridges have 
been constructed or rebuilt where traffic de- 
mands are greatest. Bridges replace ferries by 
priority on a traffic count basis. A total of 
$2,348,000 was expended on bridges during

WARBLES 


I mentioned warbles in my last 
week's notes. All cattle owners 
know the Warble Fly is a costly 
;pest. The higher the price of dairy 
products and beef the higher price 
farmers are paying for tolerating 
this pest which causes tremendous 
losses. Some years ago it was es- 
timated that warbles cost agricul 
ture up to 20 million dollars an- 
nually.

if warbles were as 
numerous they had been the 
cost would be from three to 10 
times as great. 

Losses are caused in dairy cattle 
|}by the warble fly scaring the cows. 
The higher the producer the more 
damage is done to udders, and 
}sometimes they are ruined. Apart 
from udder damage milk produc 
tion is reduced because cattle do 
not eat when they should and do 
not thrive. 

Beef cattle do not put on weight 
they should while warble flies are 
;molesting them. In winter or near 
|spring their backs are often cov-

Hides are 
severely damaged, and hides now 
are fabulously valuable. Pounds of 
meat along the backs are ruined. 

To be effective cattle should be 
treated for warble flies twice and 
preferably three times.
